Hail the Aussie winners!

AUSTRALIA, fired by a 3-0 victory over Chinese Taipei in Auckland on 
Sunday, secured an Olympic Games berth for the second time in the 
country’s history and earned the right to challenge some of the 
world’s leading Soccer nations in Seoul in September. 


It was the first time an 
Australian side had come 
through the qualifying 
rounds to reach the 
Olympics, although as 
host nation in 1956, Aus- 
tralia, then under the 
guidance of Joe Marston, 
was automatically admit- 
ted to the finals. 

The Socceroos became 
the tenth nation to reach 
the Seoul finals, fulfilling 
coach Frank Arok’s pre- 
diction that 10 points 
would- be needed to 
advance. 

Along with Australia, 
Argentina, Brazil, 
China, Iraq, Mexico, 
Nigeria, Tunisia, Zambia 
and South Korea, as host 
nation, have also qual- 
ified. 

Despite’ the daunting 
task now facing Australia 
at the Games, Arok re- 
mains confident in the 
ability of his side to test 
the top nations, claiming 
that a medal is not beyond 


THE Socceroos qual- 
ification for the 
Seoul Olympic finals 
couldn't have come 
at a better time for 
the forgotten man of 
the campaign, Mel- 
bourne Croatia’s 
Robbie Dunn. 

Dunn has been given 
the news he'd been 
Sweating on since his tra- 
gic injury in a league 
game in January. 

“The brace has come 
off my leg and the doctor 
says I'll be jogging in two 
weeks and doing every- 
thing normal in a months 
time,” an elated Dunn 
told ASW. 

“I really didn’t think

DESPITE assurances 
from Greece that all 
was forgiven and for 
their champion striker 
to hurry home, Jimmy 
Patikas now finds him- 
self in troubled waters. 

He was released from 
the Australian squad in 
New Zealand last Thurs- 
day by national coach 
Frank Arok, to enable 
him to play with his 
Greek first division club, 
AEK Athens. 

But as soon as Patikas 
arrived in Sydney, bound 
for Athens, a registered 
letter was waiting for him 
from the Greek club’s 
solicitors. 

The letter clearly 
stated that all has not 
been forgiven and that 
Patikas’ contract with 
AEK has been — sus- 
pended for four months. 

Patikas immediately 


sought Australian Soccer 
Federation president Sir 
Arthur George’s assist- 
ance in the matter. 


Sir Arthur in turn tele- 
xed FIFA, AEK, and the 
Greek Football Federa- 
tion, appealing against 
the injustice and severity 
of AEK’s punishment. 


“T have done nothing 
wrong,” Patikas told us. 


Should FIFA tule 
against AEK, Patikas’ 
contract will be deemed 
null and void thus render- 
ing the Socceroo a free 
agent. 


Patikas wants to be 
clear to play NSL Soccer 
to maintain fitness till the 
Socceroos leave for the 
Olympic Games. 


Either way, Patikas’ 
future with AEK is 
almost certainly finished.

der lead. 

“In the second half I 
thought we would hang 
on. We were defending 
solidly but some loose 
marking and loose cover- 
ing cost us a win.” 

Mr Fallon graciously 
conceded that Australia 
was the best all-round 
side in the qualifying 
series and deserved its 
place at Seoul.

Tempers flared as the 
game entered its final 
throes and Grant Turner 
twice squared up to

Strange Melbourne refs ruling 


MELBOURNE referees are up in arms over a directive issued earli 
this season by State Director of Coaching (Referees) Murray Jesson. 


So says former NSL re- 
feree Nick Karlich, who 
approached ASW last 
week on behalf of the re- 
ferees “who are forbid- 
den to talk to the press on 
these matters.” 

Karlich believes the re- 
ferees were told that if a 
player swears at a referee 
in any other language 
than English he can only 
be cautioned and not sent 
off. 

This contravenes the 
official guidelines in the 
laws of the game which 
say that “a player using 
fould and abusive lan- 
guage shall be sent off by 
the referee.” 

Karlich says the direc- 
tive was issued earlier 
this year despite pro- 
testations by the referees 
at the time. 

“This is now becoming 
a real problem many re- 
ferees are facing,” 
Karlich told me. 

“If a player swears at a 
referee in say Greek, Ita- 
lian or Turkish and that 
referee can understand 
he can still only issue a 
caution,” he explained. 

“Now in my case I can 
speak three languages so 
what would I be forced to 
do? 

“According to most re-

ferees they aren’t going 
to allow this to happen 
and that is understand- 
able. 

“Tt’s only human na- 
ture that they are going to 
chase him (the offending 
player) for the game and 
find reasons for him to be 
sent off. 


“That is a problem for 
the club and for the 
players. 

“Take some examples. 

“What if South Mel- 
bourne Hellas is playing 
Heidelberg and two Hel- 
las players have a go at a 
Greek referee in Greek 
and get away with it and 
then a Heidelberg player 
does the same in English 
and is sent off for it. 

“Or say an Italian re- 
feree is doing a game at 
Fawkner and an Italian 
player swears in Italian in 
front of 500 Italian fans. 

“The referee loses all 
his authority. 


“The referee’s con- 
centration goes and again 
the ones to suffer are the 
clubs and the players. 

“Tt’s just human na- 
ture that if a player is get- 
ting into a referee and he 
can’t be punished that if, 
say five minutes later that 
same player is hacked 


down, the referee cou! 
turn a blind eye to the ir 
cident. 


“The referees are up i 
arms about the whol 
business.” 


Karlich, still a regule 
at NSL and State Leagu 
games, says he hz 
spoken to “about 
dozen” of his former co 
legues and they all say th 
same things. 


“They've tried to e: 
press their views {| 
Murray Jesson but ha\ 
been given a ‘that’s ¢ 
there is to it’ response’ 
Karlich said. 


“The referees are wu 
able to put their vie 
across and as I’ve g 
friends still in the game 
want to help. 


“Most of all I’m cor 
cerned about the game i 
self because one thing w 
don’t need is the relatior 
ships between _ player 
and referees getting an 
worse. 


“T believe that if th 
clubs were asked they’ 
be happy to agree to th 
tuling that any playe 
swearing at the refere 
should be sent off.”

Gosper, with his public 
outpourings, is like many 
sporting administrators

He takes a swipe at 
Soccer “for contravening 
the Olympic spirit” and 
“will not let the matter 
rest” regarding the Aus- 
tralia-Israel Olympic 
Games qualifying match 
in Christchurch last 
Sunday. 

For all their faults over 
the years the Socceroos, 
the Young Socceroos and 
the under-16 national 
teams, who have 
travelled and played the 
world over, have never 
brought Soccer or Aus- 
tralia the slightest dis- 
credit. 

Gosper, like many, 
now jumps on a single in- 
cident to throw dirt on 
the Socceroos and Soccer 
for one incident from a 
game ridden with petty 
fouls. 

Incidentally, the so- 
called brutality made the 
Israel vy Australia match 
look like a country 
women’s association tea 
party compared with 
your average State of 
Origin Rugby League 
match. 

No-one condones the 
actions of Socceroo de- 
fender Gary McDowall, 
who in the heat of battle 
and under severe pro- 
vocation, reacted 
foolishly. He admits his 
indiscretion and has 
apologised. 

His immature actions

could well have cost Aus- 
tralia a place at Seoul and 
I am certain he will pay 
for his indiscretion. 

McDowall will not be 
sent home. He will stay in 
New Zealand irrespec- 
tive of the FIFA tribu- 
nal’s hearing. 

Players sent off are 
automatically suspended 
for one match. In McDo- 
wall’s case that could be 
two or even more. 

McDowall is carrying a 
12cm scar down the left 
side of his neck, inflicted 
by Yaron Parselani, the 
player he stomped on 
later in the match. 

When I questioned 
Israeli TV commentators 
before the game about he 
surprising inclusion of 
Parselani instead of Sha- 
lom Tikva, the talented 
midfielder rated by 
Frank Arok as _Israeli’s 
finest player, they told 
me Parselani was purely 
“a butcher”. 

Israel’s tactics were in- 
timidatory in Christ- 
church on and Parselani 
led the charge. He was 
booked as early as the 
12th minute. 

Of the 68 fouls noticed 
by the referee, whom I 
blame entirely for the 
fact that the game gener- 
ated into a_ kicking 
match, Israel committed 
43 and Australia 25. 


Israel, to their credit, 
have resisted New Zea- 
land pressure to press 


charges against 
MCDowell for assault. 
The — assault, _ well 


documented on front and 
back-page press and TV 
articles here in New Zea- 
land, are right up New 
Zealand’s alley as they 
built Wednesday even- 
ing’s New Zealand-Aus- 
tralia match into World 
War Ii. 

The Kiwis love nothing 
more than beating Aus- 
tralia. In Soccer terms 
this even means that if 
they can’t make it to the 
Olympics they will try to 
make sure Australia 
doesn’t. 

Israel, unlike the pas- 
sive hurdle, intimidated 
Australia on that Sun- 
day. Australia, to their 
discredit, fell for it, were 
sucked into the fight and 
forgot the game. 

It would be hard for a 
hurdler to understand all 
that. ° 

Israel, incidentally, re- 
gard the spitting incident 
— when Avinoam Ovya- 
dia foulded and then spat 
in Frank Farina’s face — 
as a much more severe 
offence than McDo- 
wall’s. 

In Israel there are a few 
worse insults than spit- 
ting — even a stomp on 
the head in retaliation.

Gilbert Martin, before beginning to write for 
the newspaper (which he does on a part time 
basis), was secretary of the club for a record 
period of 12 years, from 1963. 

The following are extracts from the book 
which will go to press later in the season, repro- 
duced with his kind permission. 

The year was 1948. The month was probably 
August or even September. A date more accu- 
rate than this is difficult to pinpoint nor, after 40 
years, is there a case to establish. 

What matters is that, at the time, a group of 
Italians gathered at St George’s Hall, near the 
parish church of the Sacred Heart, in Carlton 
and, after a brief discussion, a motion was pas- 
sed and accordingly, it was there and then given 
birth to a Soccer club which would field a team 
“to provide a healthy sport outlet for the Ita- 
lian community of this city (Melbourne)”. 

All there was left to do was to give it a name, a 
simple, apolitical title that, apart readily iden- 
tifying the team with soccer, would also leave no 
doubt as to the origins and roots of its members, 


In the country of origin there was a team the 
feats of which and name more than any other 
was synonymous with Soccer; a team which had 
already inspired the establishment of Soccer

world, particulary in Argentina, Brazil and 

Switzerland where large numbers of Italian 

migrants found work and dignity. This team was 

the mighty, famous Juventus of Turin. 

Why not establish a Juventus in Melbourne as 
well? The name could not be more harmless 
and free of political slants; it was not even an 
Italian name, it was Latin. And it simply meant 
youth. With the name it followed the adoption 
of the colours, black and white stripes alternate 
to each other along the vertical. 

Who was that group of pioneers who gave 

existence to the team? Again the roll call of the 

people present was never recorded. But among 
those attending there were a handful which can- 

not and must not be forgotten. There was a 

carmelite friar, the late Fr. Agostino Galanti; 

there was Antonio Jannucci a quietly spoken 

businessman of South Yarra; Rino Fontana, a 

publican and an apprentice motor mechanic, 

Rino Carollo, from Ascot Vale. The latter three 

were to become the first president, secretary 

and captain of the team in that order. 

Strickly speaking another person should have 

been present that evening at St George’s Hall. 

That was Nino Borsari, the popular cyclist-cum- 

shopkeeper of Lygon Street; that night however 

he was in Italy to fulfil an engagement with the 
legendary Eausto Coppi at the Vigorelli sta- 

dium, in Milan. . . . 

The following year, 1949, Juventus was 

admitted to the Third Division of the Victorian 

Amateur Soccer Football Association (VAS- 

FA). The division consisted of six teams. Juven- 

tus won the title without a single loss, scoring an 

aggregate of 45 goals to five. 

A legend was born. 

After two years in the Second Division, 
Juventus has always taken part in the top divi- 
sion of the State winning seven times the pre- 
miership title, six times the prestigious Docker- 
ty Cup, and at least one or more times every 
other major cup and trophy organised by VAS- 
FA and its successor, the Victorian Soccer 
Federation. 

In 1984, after an exhaustive investigation of 
its administration, Juventus was admitted to the 
National League and in less than a year got away 
with the first national title, the successive sea- 
son was crowned with the premiership of the 
Southern Division. 

In 1985 the team recorded an historic event 
which is yet to be equalled; it became the first 
Australian club to go to Europe to play a match 
against, let along against the Italian national 
champion which that year happened to be AC 
ROMA. 

We have related this to establish, as if it were 
the necessity, that the black and white team has 
always been a force and a protagonist in all the 
Australian competitions, vivacious, competi- 
tive, a side which has given pleasure to almost 
three generations of followers. But there is 
more; it has become a team of traditions capable 
of producing top players for the State and Natio-

A delay in the naming of the Ipswich team for the inter-city series could 


enhance the selection claims of international baseballer Peter Vogler. 


Vogler, a regular in past Ipswich teams and rated a strong chance of Queensland selection

SUDDENLY there is 
promise in W.A. Soc- 
cer, thanks to the 
formation. of the 
Western Super 
League. 


After a year of turmoil 
there is a concerted effort 
to lift the image of the 
game. 

The 1987 State League 
of Management, clearly 
concerned at the direc- 
tion Soccer was taking, 
sat down and decided it 
was up to them to de- 
velop a new approach. 

From this soul sear- 
ching has emerged the 
Western Super League 
(WSL), a competition of 
eight clubs compared to 
the old formation of a 
State League of 12 clubs.

At $15 a ticket (even 
without children) for my 
wife and myself to go to the 
match, with train and bus 
fares included, we would 
have to allow at the very 
least $40. 

Travel by car would 
have been almost im- 
possible as there was a 
quarter-final cricket 
match being played at the 
adjoining cricket ground 
with only limited parking 
for both grounds, plus the 
unthinkable hassle of all 
cars leaving together 
(anyone who has survived 
a mass exodus from the 
car park there will know 
what | mean).

THE strength of the 
playing side of Soc- 
cer and so much of 
the development of 
youngsters depends 
in NSW on the dedi- 


cation of almost 
countless thou- 
sands of officials, 
coaches and re- 
ferees. 

Soccer is indeed 


fortunate to have these 
people working for the 
sport at their own level. 

The reason for the pro- 
duction of so many play- 
ers of National and State 
League quality in NSW is 
not hard to understand. 

Competitions are 
available in every corner 
of the State. 

Because of that, Soc- 
cer in schools has pros- 
pered to a degree that 
would have appeared im- 
possible ine earlier days. 

Inevitably criticism 
comes, but the NSW 
Amateur Federation and 
its huge affiliates have 
ridden out unwarranted 
criticism in the past and 
will do so in the future. 

It is no accident that 
Soccer is the widely play- 
ed winter sport in a state 
otherwise dominated by 
tugby league, 

There are other states 
where the juniors are so 
limited that if the secur- 
ing of British and Yugos- 
lav players was cut off to 
the senior clubs, they 
would tend to fade. 

And little has been 
done over the years to 
correct the position. 

Providing the excel- 
lent sport of Soccer is no 
small task, and fortu- 
nately, no matter what 
the level of the player, 
there is a competition 
available. 

For the vast majority 
of city players, competi- 
tions are held on Satur- 
days, leaving people to 
attend senior games if 
they desire. 

There is a definite feel- 
ing abroad that it is up to 
the NSL clubs if they wish 
-to transfer to summer 
Soccer and perhaps 
obtain a bigger spectator 
base, so that they do not 
clash with the junior and 
amateur competitions.

Pre-game preparation — 
it’s your responsibility 


PRE-match prepara- 
tion is a very impor- 
tant aspect of the 
game. You must be 
both mentally and 
physically keyed up 
to play the minute 
the whislte blows. 
Remember goals 
count at any time in 
the game, so if you 
are ready to go when 
the game starts and 
your opponents are 
not you have the 
edge. 


So how do you get 
teady? Well mentally, 
preparation is an all day, 
if not all week, task. It’s 
most important you 
establish a set routine 
that helps you maximise 
your mental attitude to 
the game. The way to 
formulate this routine is 
to go back to your past 
games. 


Everyone has had 
“that game” — you 
know the one where 


everything you did was 
just right, everything just 
clicked with almost no 
effort. Well, these are the 
games you want to repro- 
duce. You must remem- 
ber what went on before 
the game and attempt to 
duplicate those condi- 
tions. 


Players are either 
motivated by a “need to 
achieve” or a “fear of 
failure”. Each drive is as 
strong as the other and 
you must establish which 


type you are. 
If “fear of failure” is 


your drive you need to 
focus on the problems 
that could cause you to 
play badly. Perhaps an 
opponent presents a real 
threat. Then this is the 
problem you need to 
dwell on even to the stage 
of becoming obsessed. If 
there is no obvious prob- 
lem with an opponent 
you may even have to 
fabricate one. Make up a 
problem. 


If you are a “need to 
achieve” type you must 
set goals for yourself and 
concentrate on how to 
achieve these. For exam- 
ple you may establish a 
target of having 10 shots 
on goal or perhaps make 
20 tackles. Either goal 
will spur you on to grea- 
ter effort. 

At the match venue 
you need to get a set 
routine that best suits 
you. Some players need 
to fool about and joke a 
lot. Some need to sit 
quietly. The coach must 
let the players do their 
own thing providing its 
the right thing. Also they 
must know and respect 
each others needs. 

The coaches __pre- 
match talk should be a 
vehicle to focus the teams. 
attention. They should 
report on opponents, 
their strengths and weak- 
nesses plus their ex- 
pected tactics. They 
should revise their own 
tactics and attend to each 
player individually.

Your physical warm- 
up is also important. 
Usually there is about 10 
minutes set aside to this. 

First spend a few mi- 
nutes to warm up you 
muscles with a light jog 
etc. Then do stretches, 
especially stretch your 
hamstring, quadricepts, 
groin and calf muscle 
groups. Follow this with 
some flexibility work to 
loosen up you joints. 
Finally get in a few quali- 
ty sprints. 

All the time focus your 
attention on the ensuing 
game and make sure you 
get a good feel of the ball 
and the state of the 
ground. 

If you get all the prepa- 
rations right you maxi- 
mise your chances to play 
up to your ability. Like 
anything, to do it proper- 
ly requires a little effort 
but it’s worth it. Don’t 
rely on others, take 
charge of your own life. 
Remember ultimately 
you are responsible for 
your own match prepara- 
tions.

Avi Cohen

SOCCER fans in 
Israel often become 
quite irate when 
foreigners presume 
that Avi Cohen is 
their nation’s best 
ever player. 

They quickly point out 
that both 1970 World 
Cup finals hero Mor- 
dechai Speigler _ and 
Yacoy Hodorov, Israel’s 
first choice goalkeeper 
between 1949 and 1960, 
are generally held in 
higher esteem at home. 

Beyond doubt though, 
Cohen is Israel's best 
known footballer. His 
stint at Liverpool assured 
him of that distinction. 

Cohen was born in 
Egypt on 14th Novem- 
ber, 1956 — just eight 
days after the United 
States forced _ Israeli 
troops to halt their march 
towards the Suz Canal, 
and his parents suffered 
many frustrations before 
the family was allowed to 
migrate to the Jewish 
homeland. 

He joined Maccabi Tel 
Aviv as a youngster and 
progressed through their 
junior ranks to make his 
senior team debut when 
17 as a midfielder — a 
position he still occupied 
when travelling to the 
1976 Olympic Games 
with the Israeli national 


team. 
A switch to the back 
four soon afterwards 


proved most successful 
and Cohen was the de- 
fensive cornerstone for 
the Maccabi sides which 
carried off the Israeli 
League Championship in 
1977 and 1979. 

Now established as an 
integral part of the natio- 
nal selection, he played 
brilliantly during their 
3-3 draw with Liverpool 
in May, 1979 — so bril- 
liantly that the “Reds” 
manager, Bob Paisley, 
returned to Tel Aviv just 
a month later and paid 
$400,000 for his transfer. 

Israel’s first British 
based professional made 
his Liverpool first team 
debut at Leeds United in 
September, 1979, but 
was only called upon five 
times during the 1979-80 
season. He did, however, 
score once plus an own 
goal in the 4-1 win over 
Aston Villa that clinched 
the English League title 
and appear in an FA Cup 
semi-final match against 
Arsenal. 

His outings the follow- 
ing term were more 
numerous — 19, yet he 
rarely appeared likely to 
secure a regular senior 
side place as competition 
for inclusion in the 
Merseysiders’ back four 
came from internationals 
Phil Neal, Phil Thomp- 
son, Alan Hansen and 
Alan Kennedy, plus ris- 


ing stars Colin Irwin, 
Alan Harper and 
Richard Money. 


An own goal in an FA 
Cup game against arch 
rivals Everton, which 
was lot 2-1, did little to 
enchance his claims, 
however at least he 
gained great satisfaction 
from featuring in three 
matches during _ Liyer- 


pool’s European Cham- 
pions’ Cup winning cam- 
Ppaign. 

By January, 1981, 
Cohen was no longer a 
member of Liverpool's 
first team squad and he 
sought a transfer. 
Despite interest express- 
ed by several clubs on the

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European continent, he 
decided to go back to 
Israel and the now ailing 
Maccabi Tel Aviv, which 
paid $300,000 to regain 
his services. 

Upon returning to 
Israel, Cohen resumed 
his international career 
and spearheaded a Mac- 
cabi revival. 

He had just led his club 
to success in the 1987 
Israeli FA Cup, their first 
domestic honour for 
eight years, when 
Graeme Souness paid 
$75,000 to take him to 
Glasgow Rangers. 

Souness had been a 
team-mate at Liverpool 
and greatly valued the 
versatile defender’s cool- 
ness, elegance, strength 
and vision. 

Such is the depth with- 
in Rangers’ first team 
squad that opportunities 
there have been very 
limited and his future in 
Scotland is being ques- 
tioned. 

That has not devalued 
his worth to Israel though 
and, if he avoids injury 
and any selection quirks, 
Cohen will have 63 caps 
by the time the current 
Oceania Olympic Qual- 
ifying Series is com- 
pleted. 

Mordechai __Speigler’s 
record of 78 international 
appearances is, there- 
fore, within his sight and 
the pursuit of that goal 
should see him back in 
Australia for World Cup 
games next year. 

Certainly Cohen’s 
coolness was on display 
in the Olympic Games 
qualifying tournaments. 
It is a pity that the public 
does not realise the out- 
standing qualities of such 
a star.

Tt was only after the 
side’s regular goalkeeper 
failed to appear for a 
game that young Rinat 
was pressured into don- 
ning the number one 
jersey — “But, just for 
half an hour’, as he re- 
calls insisting. 

Much to his surprise, 
he immediately proved 
to be a natural goalkeep- 
er and, furthermore, en- 
joyed playing there. 

After five years of 
steady progress, 
Dasayev made his senior 
debut for Volgar in the 
Soviet Third Division. It 
could hardly have been a 
more discouraging start; 
midway through the 
game, he was forced off 
the field by a knee injury 
which eventually _re- 
quired an operation and 
worse was to follow. 

He had only just re- 
sumed training when the 
other knee was badly 
hurt and this time the 
damage was far greater 
— so bad, in fact, that a 
specialist advised him to 
quit football. 

Daseyev, however, 
took no notice. Deter- 


_ minedly, he fought his 
way back to full fitness 

and regained a first team 
_ place with Volgar. 

It soon became ob-

A brilliant perform-

Unfortunately, his 
teammates failed to gain 
inspiration from him and 
USSR, yet again, could 
not deliver when it really 
mattered after having 
promised much.

Coach Konstantin 
Beskov, who had given 
Daseyev his first oppor- 
tunities with both Spar- 
tak and the national com- 
bination, was made the 
scapegoat for the failure 
of the “Spanish expedi- 
tion”.

novsky and Eduard 
Malofeyev, hestitated

NEW ZEALAND’S 
WORLD CUP 


eyeauwoon CAMPAIGN 


THE 1982 World Cup 
adventure is remem- 
bered as one of the 


great chapters in 
New Zealand's 
sporting history. 


It took the All Whites, 
as they became dubbed, 
15 matches in a 55,000 
miles long jorney around 
Asia and the Pacific to 
reach Spain. 


During an epic nine 
months, the emotions of 
the New Zealand public; 
most of whom had pre- 
viously paid scant atten- 
tion of Soccer, swung 
from despair to elation 
with the regularity of a 
metronome. 


The Kiwis commenced 
by salvaging a 3-3 draw 
against Australia though 
thrice behind. A frustrat- 
ing draw in Taiwan fol- 
lowed, then superb 2-0 
wins in Jakarta and Syd- 
ney put them in the box 
seat of the Oceania 
Group, which they clin- 
ched with a_ record- 
breaking 13-0 annihila- 
tion of Fiji. 

The Asia-Oceania 
play-off group began en- 
couragingly with three 
efficiently won points 
from two games oppos- 
ing China. However 
appallingly jaundiced re- 
fereeing by Indonesian 
Suharto gave Kuwait two 


points in Auckland and 
lethargy almost permit- 
ted Saudi Arabia the 
same reward. 


Only an 89th minute 
goal thwarted the Saudis, 
but the New Zealanders 
were denied victory by an 
equally late equaliser in 
Kuwait and now needed 
to beat Saudi Arabia by 
five goals in Riyadh to 


force a decider with 
China. 

Astonishingly, this is 
exactly what they did — 
scoring five first half 
goals without reply. 

New Zealand had 


clawed their way back 
from the dead and earned 
a game against China to 


determine who would 
accompany Kuwait to the 
Mundial as Asia- 
Oceania’s representa- 
tives. 


At Singapore’s Natio- 
nal Stadium, the All 
Whites raced into a two 
goal lead just after half 
time, before enduring in- 
tense Chinese pressure 
during the last 30 
minutes. 


This brought only one 
goal and it was the Kiwis 
who claimed the last, and 
hardest won, berth in the 
World Cup finals.

A FIFA spokesman re- 
jected French Prime 
Minister Jacques Chir- 
ac’s claim that France 
would hold the 1998 
World Cup and said a de- 
cision would not be taken 
until 1992. 

Guido Tognoni, 
spokesman for FIFA 
said: “The decision will 
be taken in 1992 by the 
executive committed.” 

On Thursday Chirac 
said France had won the 
Tight to stage the Cup 
during negotiations with 
FIFA president Joao 
Havelange. 

“We will have the 
World Cup in 1998,” 
Chirac said. Tognoni said 
it was Havelange’s duty 
to invite as many national 
associations as possible 
to submit a bid to host the 
Cup.

Tognoni_ said the 
venue for the 1994 World 
Cup would be decided at 
a 30 June meeting of the 
executive committee, 
“Four years later we will 
decide about 1998,” he 
said.

“No formal decision 
has yet been taken. We 
have to respect FIFA’s 
decision,” a spokesman 
for Chirac said. 

“The Prime Minister 
said that he wanted to 
organise the World Cup. 
He has had several meet- 
ings with Havelange, 
mainly at the time when 
Fmce was applying to 
host the 1992 summer 
Olympics, which went to 
Barcelona,” he added.
